TO PREVENT DUMPING. 


The second of tho series of lootures Promoted 
by tho .gentlemen who manage the Chinese 
publio disponanries with the object of proventing 
the spread of dumping, was dolivered by Mr. 
Lau Chu-pak at the Ko Shing thoatre on 
Satarday afternoon. Io the course of his 
remarka the spenker said that in 1904 the Inte 
Governor, Sir Matthaw Nathan, asked the 
Sanitary Board why the Chinese dumped thoir 
dead, and how the practios could be euccessfully 
-stopped, Dr, Clark, Medical Offleor of Health, 
attributed the cause of dumping to the saving of 
the cost of burial, while the Chinese members 
attributed ‘it to the fear caused by drastic plague 
procedure in former years, After Hia Exool- 
lenoy’s inquirics the public dispensaries wore 
started by the Registrar-Genersl, Mr. Fung 
Wa-chun and the epeakor, for the bonelit of the 
Chinese, aod to avoid postmortem oxaminations 
which all Chiness in the Colony ware so mach 
afraid of. After explaining the objects of these 
disponsarics, the speaker told of the Pablio 
Health mensures in oxistenco prior to, ‘and 
after, 194. Previous to 1904, when a phigug 
caso was notified, tho Sanitary Board 
detached o policeman to mount guard’ oat- 
side (ho pationt’s bongo to prevent the 
occupiers of nny af the floors from moving 
out their things, or holding communiention 
with their frionds ‘The pationt was taken 
away to the “glass works” in Kennodytown, 
but the hous was not always disinfected at 
once, Somotimes tho, inspector with the 
cloansing gang, whom the Chinese called “rat 
kings” becanse of their bullying attitude, did 
not tarn up till the following day, and mean- 
whilo the occupiers were not allowed to go out. 
Daring the disinfection the occupiers were 
raquired to woar-a convict like garmont, and 
were sither sont to the absorvation block rented 


. by tho ,Governmont for the segregation of 


plague contacts or turned out o make tho ber, 
shift they could where no observation honsea 
were provided. Thore was no compenration 
for articles damaged or destroyed. The in- 
foctod hounes had to ho limowashed before thay 
were allowed to ba ocoupied again, aud often 
those who conld not find o bouso olsxwhoro at 
once had to sleep under the verandah or on 
the footpaths with their furniture and he- 
longings pilod up beside them. Noither 
tha siok nor the dead were allowed to be removed 
from the Colony without a special permit, 
Police cordons surrounded differont districts to 
prevent the inhabitants of one district. from 
removing into another. Soldiers were engaged 
in visiting house after houge in search of the 
sick, and tho desd were buried ‘in chloride of 
lime. Thero could te no doubt that such 
measures slarmed bis hearers, but since 1904, 
oo the strong representation of the Registrar- 
Gonorsl, Mr. Fung Wa-chun, the speake-, and 
other gentlemen having tho welfare of tho 


; Chinese at heart, the meagurex have been so 


modified as to canse the least alarm and 
irritation posible. Mr. Lan Chu-pak then 
spoke with regard to the requirements of the 
Jaw with reference to plogne at tho present 
time, and urged his hearers to co-operate with 
the Government t» preventdumping. Tf they 
did not, no further coneossious could be given 
them, avither could the Chinese mombars af the 
Board ask for ony more, Though tuo spoakor 
was dosirons of loing bis best for bis countrymen | 
he could not sympsthise with this means of evad- 
ing tho law: It was revolting alike to European 
and Chinese oitizens, and to use a familiar 
nativa expression “The souls of the dead 
would some day settle thoir account with 
the. perpelrators bofore the king of Purgatory.” 
In conolnsion, tho spzaker said be  coulg 
not help saying that all the harshners, friction 
and hostile feoling thoy had experienced could 


have been avoided if those who had the | 


authority and intelligence had pitiod . those 
who tad ‘not, rather than sggravating the 
severily of the law by their inconsidorato 
and wasympathetic action, . The Government 
was always well intentioned in makiug laws 
and impartial im administering thom, but 
without the assistanca of its officers and men, 
who wore for the most part Chinese, it could 
not carry out any low succesefylly, He might 
therefors he pardoned for soying that the 
English section of officialdom should not 
be held ontirely responsible for the gricvancor 
of the Chinese, who had been foolish eaough 
to fear the coloured foramen, and tho coolies 


' in uniform, snd to tolorate their ill-treatment: 


TRADE IN SOURABAYA. 


According to a report of the Unamber ‘of 
Commerce in Sourabaya the expectations of a 
poor coffee crop for the year 1906 are renlised, 
which wua not the case with the sale of coffaa, 

The quality of the Liberia coffee was good, 
of the Java coffer only pnaable. A fow 
plantations excepted, o total mis-crop for tha 
year 1907 is expected, caused by the pormanent 
Tains, The estimated production for 1907 of 5 
coffee districts in East Java amounted to 
107,890 pics for Java and 30,166 for Liberian 
coffe, ‘lhe sugar erop of 1906, thongh less 
than in the two preceding years, was however 
much higher than tho average of the last ten 
years. Thoexport to British India and Japan 
increased euormously, ‘Ibe export to British 
India amounted during tho period May-Deoom- 
ber 5906, 10 1,941,828 pics, or 471,300 more than 
ip 1905 during thesame period, fo Jupsn in 1906 


to Hongkong decreased, to Australia und 
Singapore increased. The tobacco crop wae, 
owing to tho wot season satisfactory, the 
European market opened sleady, the prices 
boing 10—20 per cent. higher than in 1905. 
The import trade of linen goode in 1906 
deoressed, as compared to that of 1905, cuus-d 
by the slower demand : the situations changed 
a little afterwards, but not much. Cambrics of 
inferior quality being too much imported in 
1905, the first hax year of 1906, small quanti- 
ties of the article were tuken.. Though prin. 
ters’ supplies wera ‘less in 2906 than in 1905 
tho market was still well provided and prices 
were low,

BUNDAY CARGO WORK. 

The Strsits Times of June Mth rays: —At a 
time when the supremacy of the ports of 
Singapore and Penang is challenged, if not 
positively threatened, by competitors in tho 
neighbouring Dutch Colonies, it. was sppro- 
priate that.Mr. Fort should raise: tho question 
of Sunday labour on the second reading of tho 
Sunday Labour Ordinance, 1892, Amondment 
| Bil, which applies thea local Ordinance to 
Latusn. While the majority of the European 
residents of the Colong may be assumed to bo 
opposed to Sunday labour, and that not merely 
on religious grounds, therais no wee attempting 
to get away from hart foots, and one of these 
is that while the Straits Sottloraonts rest our 
Datch neighhoura work, with the resilt that 
trade is likely to be attracted away from our 
ports and the commercial importance of Sivga- 
poreand Penang menaced,’ The laws prohibiting 
Sunday Jabour in the Far Enstern Colonies 
were introduced in one of those periodic ‘tits of 
rightoonsness. which attack o cortain class of 
British politicians. It is impossible, apparont- 
ly to make the people of England understand 
that the conditions of life end trade abroad are 
not the sume as prevail at Home. Ships at sea 
cannot tie up on Sundays to let the crew ge to 
shurch, aud it is equally absurd to expens the 
current of tbe world’s commerce to atop. at tha 
call of any religious sect, At torminal. porte, 
it is possible, porhape, to onforce the cessation 
of labour on Sanday; but in ports like P nang 
and Singapore, standing on the world's high- 
way, it is merely imposing restrictions on 
British shipping sud British trade to-enforce a 
rigid observanca of the Sabbath. Asa matter 
of fact, the observance here is not rigid. 
In that spirit so dear to English hearts, 
& compromise has ben effected. Mail stea- 
mers may be laden and discharged, 80 
that mnil servioos. may be maintained with 
some degree of regularity, and permite to 
load and unload on Sunday’ may be obtained 
under certain oonditiong—-cane of which jx the 
payment of a substantial fee. ‘Thus ia the 
public conscience salved! In auother Colony— 
we do not know that the samo concitions exiat 
hore,—whilo it is prohibited to work cargo 
on Sundays, bunker coal may ho taken 
on. board ;. vessels may be repaired 
and painted; snd, in other ways, plenty of 
work ix found for the ofllcera aud crew, avd 
so the Sunday | abour Ordinance ie, to all 
intents and purposer, o dosd letter xo far as 
they are concerned, if it wore left to tho 
Eoropean firms hore to regulate their 
work without legislative intorfcrence, doubtloss 
every effort would be made to avoid unnecessary 
labour and to give their employes afloat and 
ashore an opportunity to rost on Sunday. Of 
rthe uative shipowners wa cannot write so 
confidently, and porbaps it is as well that. local 
shipping is regulated by Irdinance, Bat it 
is obvious that there  e¢annot ba any half 
mearures, Piithor Sanday Inbour ought to be 
anforced afloat and ashore in its entirety in spite 
of the danger of. destroying the ports, or thera 
should be po restriction whatsoever, 1t would 
not be fair, for instance, to allow the 
through ateswer, tramp or .regalar liner, to 
work cargo on Sunday while the coasting 
steamers were compelled to enforced idleness, 
If the neighbouring ports were under the same 
conditions, there would be less reason to grumble 
at the local Ordinance; bat since every effort 
is being nade to establish successful rivals to 
Pevang aod ~ingapore, it is well to consider 
whethor the present policy should be continned. 
The question ia certainly argaable, and we aro 
glad that Mr, Fort’s requoat that the sabject 
should be reopend was agreed to by fis 
Excellency the Governor, with a view to 
representations to the Imperial Govornumont, 
should that be considered desirable. 


THE LOBB OF THE “ DAKOTA.” 
SEVERE CENSURF UPON CAPTA'N FRANCK?. 

‘The report of the “ Dakota” ‘investigation 
was made public on the 19th May, As atroady 
briefly reported, Captain Francke ‘is severely 
consured, and reoommendation mado that his 
licence, which has expire?, is not to ba renewed 
for a period of two and one-half yeara. ‘ ‘he 
raport, which fills, several typewritten pages, 
wai forwarded to Supervising Inuapector Uir- 
mingham io San Francisoo, on May 18th and 
the following day word was received that the 
results could be mad» public at once. 

Tho testimony of Captain Froncke is raviewed 
by tho inspectors dotuiling olearly the conditions 
under which the mammotu liner was wrecked on 
March 3rd on reef about ove mile from Shira- 
hams. Dealing. with Captain Francke, the 
report says :— 

“The Boord cannot understand why o -man 
of Captain Francke’s intelligence, experionce 
and wide ability, knowing himsolf to -be 
responeiblo for the sofety of his passengers and 
crew as Wellasa ship and cargo representing a 
vast, amount of money, should fail, when he 
kuew the courses be was steering were taking 
him extremely close to ahidden reef, to verify 
the ship's position, bnt instead depnnd entirely 
upon the courses and distances and hia ability 
to estimate tho distance from Jand by morely 
looking shoreward, and especially in a placo 
whores the set current is so strong. 

“The Board is bound to hold this ueskilfal 
navigation, nnd-would feelit its duty to revoke 
| Captain Francke’s licence as waster of ocean 
sivam vessuls, were he now in pos ession of one, 
Tt would proceed under authority ' conferred 
upon it gy section 4459 R. 8. only for tha fact 
that Captain ‘Francke’s license ‘expired ‘by 
limitation. May 3, 1907, having beon issued by 
the local Board at New York Muy 3, 1902, for a 
torm of five years, and not having b-en renewod 
since that time. : 

“We therefore recommend that Captein 
Francke’s license as master of steam vessels be

not renewed fors period of tno years and sit 
months,” : 

Marino mon of Seattle, saya the local Times, 
are emphatic in their defence of Captsin 
Francke, aud.asy that if the cage bo taken before 
Seoretary Straus: of the Department of Com- 
meroe and Labour, Francka would without a 
doubt be vindicated and would be able to scare 
aliconce a8 mastor npon taking the examination 
to show that he was a capable navigator. 

Captain Whitnoy. stated that should by any 
possible chance Captain Francke apply for a 
master’s licovse before the thirty months is up 
it would be refused him, although : there is 
nothing in the statutes which raya that a United 
States inapsctor can refuse to issue a licensa to 
& man who can show by regular oromiantion 
that ho is skilfol navigator. 

Shovld Captain Franeke appeal from the 
prosent recommendation he would havo to go to 
tho supervising inspo tor of the Pacific Coast. 
Foiling there, he conld go to tho supervising 
inspeotor-goneral of the United States, and 
finnlty to the Sooretary of Commerco and 
Labour, Friends of Captain Franeke say that 
when ho bears of the deciaion rendered by 
Supervising’ Inspector. Birmingham he will 
fight the case to.s finirh. 

It is ramoured about marino circles that 
Captain Francke is backed by a large steamship 
company, which is very anxious to have hin in 
command of one of ita veasels aud thatit will de 
avarything in its power to get bim. 

IMPELLERS NOT PROPELLERS. 

In the course of his presidontial address al 
tho thirty-cighth annoal, meoting of the Tron 
and Steel Instilute, Sir Hugh Bell said that 
bsyond doubt we, who stood on the thtesbold of 
th» twentieth century, might look forward to 
great and far-reaching changes. bofore the next 
handrol years were run out.
